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Safety in the sandpit 
fears spark dogs ban

DOGS are banned from the Memo¬ 
rial Gardens in Newmarket for the 
summer after parents complained 
they are fouling in the children’s 
sandpit. 

Town councillors voted to ban 
them until the end of September 
after reports that dogs are persis¬ 
tently targeting the area - and own¬ 
ers are failing to clean up the mess. 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, told 
councillors: “Recently we have had 
a lot of problems with dog mess in 
the children’s play area in the sand¬ 
pit. 

“At 7am when the grounds staff 
start their working day, someone 
rakes the sand to make sure there 
are no sharp objects, picks up litter 
and blows any sand back into the 
pit. 

“People come into the grounds 
after that and there appears to be 
regular dog mess in the children’s 
sandpit. 

“I do not know what to do be¬ 
cause we can’t police it.” 

Although signs had already been 
displayed in the gardens warning 
that dogs must be kept on leads, 
councillors said some members of 



away that is being used by the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Cllr John Morrey said he thought a 
permanent ban on dogs would be a 
“draconian decision” and called on 
something that could be reviewed 
and monitored. 

Cllr Michael Jefferys said that 
while dog owners did take shortcuts 
through the gardens, they would be 
able to use the Grosvenor Yard car 
park route instead. 

He added: “The Memorial 
Gardens is primarily for the 
use of children. It’s not re¬ 
ally for the use of dogs. 

“All those parents are 
very concerned about 
children playing in the 
area with dog mess. 

“We have not got much 
choice - we have got to do 
something for the health of 
the children.” 

Cllr Hirst proposed that dogs 
be banned from the gardens for 
the summer months, “when most 
children are there”, and the results 
could be reviewed at the end of Sep¬ 
tember. 

Nine councillors supported the 
proposal but Cllr Starkey added: “At 
a time when we want to be taking 
people with us, I think there will be 
some backlash to this decision.” 


the public were ignoring them. 

Not only was the problem un¬ 
pleasant, more worryingly it posed 
a health risk for children and could 
lead to bigger problems if residents 
were to fall ill. 

Dog mess carries harmful bac¬ 
teria and parasites which can lead 
to infections such as toxocariasis 
which can affect young children 


when they play and then put their 
hands into their mouths. The illness 
is caused by roundworm and can 
lead to stomach pains, headaches, 
or, more seriously, breathing diffi¬ 
culties or fits. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: “At the 
moment there is a problem there 
and if it’s happening, the only way 
seems to be to ban dogs. 


“It’s very difficult. To see it there is 
not very pleasant.” 

However, Cllr Amy Starkey, who 
was hesitant to an all-out ban on 
dogs in the park, asked if it was 
something that could be taken up 
by the planned Newmarket Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District (BID). 

She said: “It seems a shame to go 
down this route and take something

Isabelle Barrett, town 
clerk, said: “I go to the cin¬ 
ema a lot. 

“I don’t think one of those 
big chains would come here 
but I think a Picturehouse 
would be absolutely perfect 
in Newmarket. 

“I prefer going to the Pic¬ 
turehouse in Cambridge 
than going to Cineworld 
in Bury St Edmunds. It’s a 
much nicer experience.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst asked 
whether a cinema could be 
set up in the Memorial Hall 


to test demand. 

But Cllr Michael Jefferys 
said: “I don’t think it’s a 
good test of [whether] peo¬ 
ple would visit it. 

“People want to see the 
latest films in a cinema at¬ 
mosphere. 

“They will go consider¬ 
able distances to get that 
from Cambridge or Bury St 
Edmunds.” 

Cllr Jefferys, who was ap¬ 
pointed chairman of the 
committee at the meet¬ 
ing, suggested that Cllr An¬ 
drew Appleby follow up the 
town’s need for a cinema 
with Forest Heath District 
Council and report back to 
the town council at a later 
date.

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Story of a legend: Frankel to 
feature in TV documentary

THE legend of Frankel will 
be told in a documentary by 
Channel 4 on Saturday 

Newmarket’s most famous 
horse will be the centre fo¬ 
cus of the programme, tell¬ 
ing the story of how Fran¬ 
kel became “the ultimate 
champion racehorse” and 
“transformed the last years 
of charismatic trainer” Sir 
Henry Cecil. 

The Trainer and the Race¬ 
horse: The Legend of Frankel 
will be shown in the build¬ 
up to Royal Ascot, being held 
between June 16 to June 20, 
and in recognition of the late 
Sir Henry. 

It is set to feature every¬ 
one from Frankel himself to 
his work rider, Shane Fether- 
stonhaugh, head lass Dee 
Deacon, Fady Jane Cecil, 
and Sir Henry’s youngest 
son, Jake. 

The hour-long pro¬ 
gramme will tell the tale 
of how Sir Henry’s career 
was in “steep decline” un¬ 
til he was given Frankel to 
train, and he was “given the 
strength” to become one of 
the most successful trainers 
in the world. 

Fady Cecil, who described 
Frankel as “intelligent, exu¬ 
berant, charismatic and tal¬ 
ented”, said: “Henry had a 
very strong connection with 
Frankel. 

“The experience gained 
from working with racehors¬ 
es all his life meant he just 
knew which way to go with 
Frankel at every turn. 

“Indeed, in Henry’s mind’s 
eye, he understood how the 
horse would develop and 
at what pace. This allowed 
him to plan the horse’s cam¬ 
paign, in terms of what races

he would take in, when to 
step up him in trip.” 

Fady Cecil said that one of 
Sir Henry and Frankel’s spe¬ 
cial days was at York, when 
he won the Juddmonte In¬ 
ternational Stakes. 

She said: “Henry had un¬ 
dergone a lot of treatment in 
the build up to the race and 
wasn’t feeling great, but he 
was absolutely determined 
to sadle the horse and be 
there for him. 

“I recall there being a mas¬ 
sive crowd and an incredible 
atmosphere at York that day 
and, of course, Frankel rose 
to the occasion. The effort¬ 
less way he came past his 
rivals to lead and then go 
on was just amazing and the 
reaction from the racegoers 
was magical. 


“Henry seemed to get a 
major boost from watching 
Frankel win that day. I will 
never forget it.” 

Jeremy Bradshaw, pro¬ 
ducer for Oxford Scientific 
Films, said: “Frankel is con¬ 
sidered the greatest flat 
horse of all time and we are 
delighted to have been com¬ 
missioned to take a look 
back at the extraordinary 
partnership between horse 
and trainer. 

“The documentary fea¬ 
tures many of the great mo¬ 
ments in Frankel’s glitter¬ 
ing career and Sir Henry’s 
uniquely intuitive ability to 
understand racehorses.” 

The documentary will be 
shown on Saturday, June 13 
at 7pm on Channel 4.

Man accused for £45,000 fraud 


A MAN from Soham has 
been accused of fraud 
while working for Marshall 
Aerospace and Defence 
Group in Cambridge during 
a five-year period. 

Andrew Barwick 
appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates' Court on 
Thursday, but did not 
indicate a plea. 

The 36-year-old, who 


lives in Windmill Close in 
Soham, has been accused 
of one count of fraud by 
abuse of position. 

It is alleged that between 
May 14, 2010 and January

£45,678.84. 

The court also heard

Magistrates declined 
jurisdiction, and will not 
hear the case, meaning the 
charge will be dealt with in 
Crown Court. 

Barwick was released on 
unconditional bail after the 
hearing. 

He has been scheduled 
to appear at Cambridge 
Crown Court on August 21.

Tunnels are not 
a new idea 

I WRITE in response to the letter 
from Ian Young. 

While resurrected recently, the 
proposal to build tunnels under 
roads to replace the current over¬ 
ground horse crossings is not a new 
idea. 

It may be that tunnels represent 
the eventual solution in safety terms 
as they would markedly reduce the 
risk of equine and vehicle related 
accidents. 

The Newmarket Horsemen's 
Group has already spent a significant 
sum of money exploring the idea 
of a tunnel at the Rayes Lane and 
Fordham Road crossing, but as yet it 
remains uncertain whether a tunnel 
there is actually feasible, let alone at 
any additional locations. 

Indeed, we believe there are other 
less costly and disruptive measures 
which could be put in place that 
would significantly improve rider, 
driver and horse safety. 

Furthermore, aside from the cost, 
the impact that the introduction of 
tunnels at horse crossings would 
have on the culture and unique 
nature of Newmarket is a matter for 
wider debate. 

It is also worth pointing out 
that while tunnels could solve 
traffic congestion at the crossings 
themselves, they will not solve 
the issues at the Clock Tower 
roundabout, at the Fred Archer Way, 
Fordham Road traffic lights or any of 
the four sets of traffic lights on the 
High Street. 

It is our firm view that such 
issues should not be considered 
or debated in isolation (or be used 
as a distraction or publicity stunt), 
but should be part of a properly 
researched and evidenced, long¬ 
term strategic transport plan; the 
primary objective of which should be 


traffic reduction in Newmarket. This 
should be part of the overall Local 
Plan process, taking many different 
factors into account. 

This would be to everyone's 
benefit. 

Whilst equine "traffic" may be of 
the racing industry's making, much 
of the vehicular traffic is not. 

Nevertheless, the Newmarket 
Horsemen's Group is paying for 
a specification for such a plan to 
be drawn up which we will be 
presenting to Suffolk County Council 
shortly. 

We are prepared to contribute to 
the cost of the plan, and perhaps 
other interested parties sharing the 
wish to address the town's traffic 
problems may wish to do likewise.

Safety first 

FURTHER to letters last week, 
Newmarket Town Council could 
only "note" the action of the 
racecourse in diverting the footpath. 

Our town, district and county 
councils do not have any jurisdiction 
over the July Course or the 
Devil's Dyke as both are within 
Cambridgeshire. 

The Cambridge Safety Advisory 
Group's assessment is that use of the 
Devil's Dyke on most Newmarket 
Nights this year could be a safety 
risk. Ignoring such safety advice can 
invalidate insurances. 

It will still be possible to hear but 
not see the performances from 
the level ground behind the dyke; 
indeed the whole of Newmarket is 
likely to hear it - for free. 

Regarding suggestions that the 


racecourse merely wish to stop 
people viewing for free, I would 
suggest that, having sold all available 
tickets, the racecourse have covered 
their expenses; paying to stop use of 
Devil's Dyke would actually eat into 
profits but this may be less than any 
possible claims for negligence. 

Some query how the Dyke can be 
considered safe on other days of the 
year: well, it is safe to walk round an 
empty arena but not so safe if the 
arena is full to capacity.

System is flawed 

THE recent general election has 
made glaringly obvious the flaws in 
our voting system. 

Both the Tories and Labour are 
overrepresented, having got 67% of 
the vote and 86% of the seats. UKIF) 
the Lib Dems and the Greens got 
24% of the vote between them, but 
only 1.5% of the seats. 

In Scotland the SNP won 50% of 
the vote and were rewarded with 
95% of the seats, leaving the 50% 
who voted for pro-union parties with 
virtually no voice at Westminster. 

The First Past the Post system 
just doesn't work when there are 
multiple parties. 

In my view the best alternative 
would be the Single Transferable 
Vote, which produces a much more 
proportional result, eliminates the 
need for tactical voting and unlike 
the 'party list' proportional system, 
still gives local voters the ability to 
throw out MPs they don't like. 

I urge anyone with an interest in 
voting systems to search the web for 
"Politics in the Animal Kingdom" - 
an excellent series of videos which 
explain the issues in a surprisingly 
entertaining way.

A COUPLE from Suffolk 
have bought a new carv¬ 
ing for the Gypsy Boy grave 
near Newmarket - and want 
to find the people who tend 
the grave so they can leave it 
with them. 

Jack Froud and his wife 
Jenny were at an auction in 
Diss when they spotted the 
3ft tall statue of a boy with 
his sheep. 

The couple, who live in 
Fornham All Saints, near 
Bury St Edmunds, imme¬ 
diately thought of the un¬ 
marked grave, by the road¬ 
side at a crossroads between 
Newmarket and Kentford. 

The story behind the grave 
is that it marks the spot 
where a local gypsy boy was 
buried. He was said to have 
lost or stolen sheep he was 
looking after and was then 
either executed or commit¬ 
ted suicide. 

Jack, 73, told the News : 
“We saw the carving at the 
auction and we immediately 
thought that should be by 
the Gypsy grave. 

“I put a written bid in 
to buy it and we got it. We 
thought that if we can find 
someone who tends the 
grave we’d like them to have 
it.” 

Jack and Jenny often pass 
the site on their way into 
Newmarket from their home 
and leave flowers or small 
coins on the grave. 

“Sometimes there’s lots of 
coins - 20ps, lOps and 5ps 
on the grave and we put a 
few things on it ourselves,” 
Jack said. 

“Other times we go and 
the money is gone but 
there’s more new flowers 
there, so someone is tending 
the grave. 

“We want to find them so 
we can get their permission

to leave the carving there.”

Teen lost 
control 
of bike in 
tree crash 

A TEEN who was killed 
when his quad bike crashed 
into a tree at Cowlinge was 
more than two and a half 
times the drink-drive limit, 
an inquest heard. 

Rory Kenneth, 18, was on 
his way home at 3am when 
the crash happened at the 
junction of Queen Street 
and Newmarket Road on 
November 9. 

On Monday an inquest 
heard Mr Kenneth, original¬ 
ly from Maidenhead, had 
moved to Suffolk after gain¬ 
ing gamekeeping qualifica¬ 
tions, and was thrown from 
the quad bike as it careered 
for 30 metres across the 
green and struck a tree. 

Assistant Suffolk Coroner 
Dr Daniel Sharpstone said 
Mr Kenneth, who was not 
wearing a helmet, suffered 
severe head injuries. 

The first person to find 
the accident was Lyssa 
Gooding who had been 
with Mr Kenneth at the 
Three Tuns pub. 

In a statement she said 
that the previous even¬ 
ing Mr Kenneth had been 
drinking at the pub before 
going to see a band and 
fireworks at Wickhambrook 
village hall, later returning 
to the Three Tuns. 

Unable to get a mobile 
phone signal, Ms Gooding 
had to drive back to the 
pub to call for help. 

A post mortem examina¬ 
tion confirmed that Mr Ken¬ 
neth had died as a result of 
severe and traumatic head 
injuries. Tests showed he 
had more than two and a 
half times the legal limit of 
alcohol in his blood. 

Suffolk Police accident 
investigator Pc Jeff Cribb 
said that the quad bike was 
not legally suitable for use 
on public roads and was 
not insured for that use. 

He added the most 
plausible explanation for 
the crash was that Mr Ken¬ 
neth had failed to maintain 
control of the quad bike. 

Dr Sharpstone recorded a 
conclusion that Mr Kenneth 
died as a result of a road 
traffic accident. 


Firm fined after 
worker lost arm 


A MANUFACTURER based in New¬ 
market has been fined after a work¬ 
er’s arm had to be amputated after it 
was pulled into machinery. 

UFAC (UK) Ltd, an animal feed 
supplement manufacturer, was 
fined £8,000 with £1,633 costs after 
the incident which saw a man suffer 
“extensive injuries” to his right arm. 

Frederick Sharp, 71, who had 
worked at the company for 28 years, 
had to have his arm amputated after 
it was drawn into an area between a 
belt and a roller on a production line 
conveyor belt. 

Mr Sharp was adjusting the belt 
that was feeding a bagging point at 
the firm’s plant in Oakham on Janu¬ 
ary 14 last year. 

He had extensive injuries to his 
right arm which led to him having 
to have it amputated just below the 
shoulder. He also suffered multiple 
fractures to his right hip and leg, 
which needed surgery to insert a pin 
and a plate. 

An investigation by the Health 
and Safety Executive (HSE) found 
that UFAC, of Waterwitch House in

Exeter Road, had “failed to ensure 
measures were taken to prevent ac¬ 
cess to dangerous parts of machin¬ 
ery”. 

The HSE had previously taken en¬ 
forcement against UFAC for similar 
failings which happened three years 
ago. In 2011, they were issued with 
a Prohibition Notice to stop access 
underneath a running conveyor be¬ 
cause guards were not in place. 

The company pleaded guilty to 
breaching Regulation 11(1) of the 
Provision and Use of Work Equip¬ 
ment Regulations 1998. 

Judith McNulty-Green, HSE in¬ 
spector said: “This was an entirely 
preventable incident. The dangers 
of nip points, or the gaps between a 
moving belt and a stationary part of 
a machine, are well known. 

“UFAC should have ensured 
guarding suitable for the mainte¬ 
nance of the machine was in place. 
It is important that companies rec¬ 
ognise the need for and implement 


safe machinery guarding, not just 
for operator safety but also for safety 
during maintenance. 

“UFAC had previously been 
warned by HSE specifically about 
the importance of guarding a con¬ 
veyor and if they had applied the 
principles of effective guarding to 
other conveyors this incident could 
have been prevented. 

“Instead, as a result of the compa¬ 
ny’s failings, Mr Sharp suffered seri¬ 
ous life-changing injuries.” 

Robert Jones, managing direc¬ 
tor of UFAC, said the company had 
“learned lessons” since the accident. 

He said: “We are extremely sorry 
about what happened. We are a 
family owned business and [Mr 
Sharp] was almost part of the family, 
having been there for that long. 

“We are very much concerned 
about him and the accident. We are 
a small company and it has hit eve¬ 
ryone in the company very hard.” 

Mr Jones added that since the ac¬ 
cident, the firm had taken on health 
and safety consultants to look after 
the mill.

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Gifted artist in running 
for international award

AN ARTIST from Reach has reached the short¬ 
list for a top prize in an international wildlife 
competition. 

Dafila Scott has been shortlisted for the 
David Shepherd Wildlife Foundation’s Wild¬ 
life Artist of the Year exhibition, which starts 
in London later this month. 

The painter and drawer started her career 
as a zoologist before switching to a more crea¬ 
tive field, and much of her work is inspired by 
wildlife and landscape. 

She is also a member of the Society of Wild¬ 
life Artists, has exhibited regularly at an annu¬ 
al exhibition at the Mall Galleries in London 
and illustrates books and articles. 

After winning the abstract category of the 
DSWF Artist of the Year competition in 2008, 
Dafila is up for another bite of the cherry as 
she competes for Wildlife Artist of the Year 
this year. 

She told the News: “It’s wonderful to be 
shortlisted. It’s very lovely to be in the show 
and the nice thing about it is that you’re not 
only showing art but contributing to conser¬ 
vation as well. 

“The David Shepherd Foundation does lots 
of really good work for conservation.” 

Dafila, 62, said that she had always enjoyed 
drawing, but expanded out thanks to her ca¬ 
reer in zoology. 

She said: “I draw from life a lot so I like to 
draw things I’m seeing on a regular basis. 

“When I was doing zoology I was studying 
the Bewick’s swan which is the smallest type 
of swan we get in the UK. 

“The pattern of black and yellow on the 
bills of each swan was different but at the 
time you couldn’t photograph them because 
the lenses weren’t good enough so you had to 
draw them. 

“When I came to the end of that piece of re¬ 
search I decided I wanted to be at home for 
the children and went into illustration.” 

From there, Dafila joined the Society of 
Wildlife Artists and started to sell her pieces 
and her success began, painting wildlife she 
could see near her home in Reach, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Dafila has been shortlisted for her painting 
of Crane on the Fen. 

She said: “My favourite piece is of the

cranes. I have only recently been able to paint 
them because they’re coming to the area 
around here for the first time. 

“The cranes I hadn’t seen a lot of before so 
it was a new thing. 

“They are a really exciting thing. 

“They used to be in this country a long time 
ago, now there’s a population in Norfolk and 
it’s now spreading. 

“And they’ve finally got to where I live. This 
is partly a celebration of seeing cranes for the 
first time in my home patch.” 

Dafila will be displaying her work at the 
Mall Galleries again at the end of the month 
and will be vying for a top cash prize of 
£ 10 , 000 . 



David Shepherd, who launched the com¬ 
petition in 2008 to raise funds and awareness 
for endangered wildlife, said: “The shortlisted 
entries are once again exceptional. 

“From the judges’ point of view the drama 
and technical excellence in all the work was 
quite breathtaking.” 

More than 150 works of art have been short¬ 
listed this year and range from established 
artists to “new and exciting” pieces. 


All of the art will be for sale and will be rais¬ 
ing funds and awareness for critically endan¬ 
gered mammals in Africa and Asia. 

Dafila joins other local artists including 
Martin Aveling, 32, from Sawston, who paint¬ 
ed a mountain gorilla, which he hoped will 
highlight their plight, and Paul Hawdon from 
Cambridge, a painter and print maker. 

The winners will be announced at the exhi¬ 
bition in London next month.

‘World Host’ trainers

WORLDHOST training is closer than 
ever for retailers in Newmarket after 
five people became trainers them¬ 
selves. 

Robert Nobbs, from the Heath Court 
Hotel, Joanna Rogers from the New¬ 
market Retailers Association, Laura 
Peeling from Waitrose, Ross McK- 
ittrick from the Guineas Centre and 
Di Robertshaw from the Retailers Ass- 
sociation and Waitrose all took part in 
a course allowing them to train others 
in the ‘Olympic’ standard for customer 
care. 

Di Robertshaw said: “We had to go 
to West Suffolk College to do a three 
day course.

So far, 20 businesses and more than 


230 staff have taken the WorldHost 
training - and it is hoped this number 
can continue to grow now that indi¬ 
viduals have been trained. 

Di added: “If there are people in the 
town who want to send anyone to get 
training we can do that rather than 
sending them to the college. 


“What we 

want to do is to ensure going forward 
that the people who work in retail in 
the town have the training available to 
them.” 

It is hoped more businesses will be 
able to join the ranks as having World- 
Host status. A training session will be 
held in the coming weeks.

Hospice neighbours 
win award from Queen

A HOSPICE in Suffolk serving 
residents of Newmarket has won 
a prestigious Queen’s Award from 
Buckingham Palace. 

The Hospice Neighbours ser¬ 
vice at St Nicholas Hospice Care 
was given an award for Voluntary 
Service from the Palace. 

Volunteers assist with house¬ 
hold tasks and providing compan¬ 
ionship for people with serious 
illnesses. 

The Hospice Neighbours help 
120 to 150 people at any one time 
through Suffolk including New¬ 
market. 

Kay Newman, neighbours co¬ 
ordinator, said: “We are fortunate 
to have so many enthusiastic 
Hospice Neighbours volunteers 
- without them we would not be 
able to help so many people. 

“The service means we can 
support people in the commu¬ 
nity so they can die somewhere 
of their choice, which is primarily 
at home. For more, it’s not about 
winning the Queen’s Award, but 
it’s about the recognition for eve¬ 


ryone. 

“They give up their time - some¬ 
times only an hour a week - and 
make such a difference.” 

A total of 20 teams work across 
West Suffolk, who spent more than 
5,400 hours visiting 321 patients 
from April 2013 to April 2014. 

During visits, volunteers spent 


time primarily providing com¬ 
panionship, but also carried out 
domestic tasks and helped with 
shopping and dog walking. 

The majority of patients who 
use the service have cancer, but 
others have MND, diabetes, MS, 
epilepsy and heart disease. The 
Queen’s Award celebrates excel¬ 


lence in voluntary activities car¬ 
ried out by community groups. 

Barbara Gale, chief executive of 
St Nicholas, said: “An idea I had a 
few years ago would never have 
come to fruition without all the 
hard work of volunteers. Winning 
the Queen’s Award is a wonderful 
accolade for everyone involved.” 


Renew your tax 
credits online 
with system 

A TOTAL of 3,300 people who receive 
tax credits in Forest Heath are being 
urged to renew their credit claims 
online to stop their payments being 
halted. 

HM Revenue and Customs (HMRC) 
are telling people to get their claims in 
early - and do it online - to make sure 
their tax credits continue. 

A special team has been drafted 
to support the "most vulnerable" 
customers who can't get online - but 
most are being urged to use the new 
online service which takes 10 minutes.

General, Benefits and Credits, said: 
"This is an exceptionally busy time 
of the year for HMRC, as millions of 
people renew their tax credits. 

"Phone lines may be very busy with 
long wait times possible. Using our 
online service means that you can 
renew at any time of the day or night, 
and on any device, without having to 
call us at all. 

"People in Suffolk should check their 
details and renew early to ensure they 
get the right money. 

"The sooner people renew their 
claim, the sooner we can check 
payments are correct, meaning we 
avoid paying too little money, or too 
much, which claimants then have to be 
pay back."

AFTER a misunderstanding forced 
the players to head to the fish and 
chip shop for their lunch, it was 
Burwell who were the catch of the 
day and Saffron Walden who were left 
feeling battered. 

Not that a five-wicket defeat 
constitutes an absolute thrashing, 
but the visitors were certainly well 
beaten after their batsmen were ter¬ 
rorised by the hosts’ opening bowlers 
Graham Hume and Alastair Allchin at 
Mingay Park. 

Neither side were in the sort of 
form they would have liked going into 
this Mid-Anglian derby in the Gibbs 
Denley East Anglian Premier League, 
and a victory was highly sought after. 

And Peter Richer’s Burwell made 
the best possible start to the day, 
winning the toss and reducing their 
opponents to 40 for 8 and then 61 for 
9. 

Hume snared 4 for 24 and Allchin 
went one better with 5 for 39, with 
only a lOth-wicket stand between 
Aaron Pledger (31 not out) and Cam¬ 
eron Taylor (10) ensuring Walden had 
something - 106 all out - to defend. 

The resumption after lunch was 
delayed due to the unexpected trip 
to the chippy, and Burwell captain 
Richer reduced the chances of get¬ 
ting indigestion by not having to run 
as he sent the ball whizzing to the 
boundary on eight occasions. 

Walden needed to make early in¬ 
roads if they were to have any hope 
of turning things around. 

But the hosts had reached 46 
without loss when Tom Philp’s pas¬ 
sionate cries for an lbw decision 
against Richer were turned down, 
Ben Barna-Laue was dropped at slip 
and then, to add insult to injury, a 


scampered single turned into five 
thanks to overthrows. 

However, Walden were able to set 
a few Burwell nerves jangling when 
they claimed four wickets at a cost of 
just eight runs, with the home team 
being reduced to 60 for 4. 

But Marc Pearson was in no 
mood to let the win slip from Bur- 
well’s grasp, and he wrapped up the 
success with a rapid-fire innings. 

There were some booming shots 
and some well-worked ones, with 
back-to-back cuts for four being 
greeted by sounds of approval from 
his team-mates on the sidelines. 

It was fitting that he brought an 
end to proceedings, whacking the 
ball high into the trees for six as 
he ended unbeaten on 35 from 24 
deliveries in Burwell’s 109 for 5. 

Philp (2 for 10) and Matt Gould- 
stone (3 for 43) were the Walden 
bowlers to have something to show 
for their efforts. 

“Marc finished it off fantastically,” 
said Richer. “On a ground like Bur¬ 
well, when you’re chasing a total, re¬ 
gardless of how big it is, you’ve got an 
advantage in that the boundaries are 
short. 

“It’s very difficult to contain a bats¬ 
man who really is hitting it nicely.” 

Walden captain joe Barrs said: “As 
much as we believed we could bowl 
them out, from an outsider’s point of 
view we were always behind the eight 
ball. 

“We didn’t bowl as well as their two 
opening bowlers bowled. They were 
fantastic and errorless in a way.” 

The victory was Burwell’s second 
of the campaign and means they are 
10th in the table, 27 points clear of 
bottom side Bury St Edmunds.

Golden glory for 
Dettori in Derby 



FRANKIE Dettori hailed his victory 
aboard Golden Horn in the Investec 
Derby at Epsom last Saturday as 
the “most thrilling moment” of his 
glittering career. 

The 44-year-old jockey placed 
the win on the John Gosden-trained 
colt above both his inaugural Derby 
triumph with Authorized in 2007 
and his ‘Magnificent Seven’, when 
he went through the card at Ascot 
in 1996. 

Dettori said: “I told my dad 
yesterday (Saturday) after the race 
that in my 28 years of riding that 
was my most thrilling moment, 
even more so than Ascot. 

“Maybe because I’m older and 
realised how important it was, or 
the fact that I am running out of 
years. It was really special. 

“The Derby is the best race in the 
world and everybody wants to win 
it. This time I enjoyed it more. 

“As you get older, you appreciate 
the moment and how difficult it is 
to win the race. 

“The win has still not sunk in. The 
whole build-up and anticipation, 
it’s a big deal.” 

It was a special day at Clarehaven 
Stables as Golden Horn’s victory 
was supported by second place for 
Jack Hobbs to give Gosden a Derby 
one-two - the first time the feat has 
been achieved since Aidan O’Brien 
with High Chaparral and Hawk 
Wing in 2002. 

“He (Golden Horn) was keen for 
the first furlong and I thought ‘woah’ 
but Frankie was great and said ‘no 
you - back here and cover up’ and he 
did a lovely job,” said Gosden. 

“I thought he did a perfect job in 
putting him to sleep and, being an 
old head now, when the others went 
on to make it a test, he didn’t panic 
that they had such a lead on him. 

“I said ‘don’t press the button 
until the last two furlongs’ and he 
remembered that as well so it was 
a great ride. 

“I’m beyond delighted with Jack 
Hobbs. I thought William (Buick, 
his jockey) gave him a gorgeous 
ride - only two wide all the way, 
which is perfect.” 

He added: “Jack Hobbs has gone 
an unconventional route but I did 
supplement him for the Irish Derby 


the other day. If he’s in good form 
after this race, that’s where I’d like 
to go with him. 

“Golden Horn is in the Eclipse 
so we’ll talk about that - again, if 
he’s in good form and he’s okay 
after this race, then that would be a 
target for him.” 

And Golden Horn’s win com¬ 
pleted a lifelong dream for owner/ 
breeder Anthony Oppenheimer. 

The owner also bred the son of 
Cape Cross, who fulfilled an Op¬ 
penheimer family ambition to win 
the most prestigious Flat race in the 
world. 

Oppenheimer, who owns the Has- 
combe & Valiant Stud near Newmar¬ 
ket, supplemented Golden Horn for 
the Derby at a cost of £75,000 after 


his win in the Dante Stakes. 

“It’s quite brilliant,” he said. “This 
is the race that you want to win. It’s 
something that both my father and 
myself aspired to. 

“It’s been my ambition to breed 
and own a Derby winner. 

“My father was very keen on 
racing and breeding and I joined 
him some 30 to 35 years ago, but 
we’ve been trying longer than that. 

“My father raced a horse called Pel- 
erin in the Derby (in 1980) - he was 
left at the start but finished fourth. 

“We’ve made up for that now, and 
it’s more exciting because we’ve 
been trying for so long.” 

There was further joy for New¬ 
market as the William Haggas- 
trained Storm The Stars finished a 


staying on third. 

Haggas mentioned the St Leger 
as a possible long-term objective 
for his charge in the immediate 
aftermath, but has not yet formu¬ 
lated a potential route to Doncaster 
in September. 

“He slept a lot yesterday and was 
laying down a lot, but he seems 
bright and breezy this morning,” 
said the Newmarket-based trainer. 

“We won’t be making any plans 
with him until after (Royal) Ascot. 
We’ll see where we are and how he 
is after that. 

“He’s in the Irish Derby, so it’s 
always a possibility, but we’re mind¬ 
ful of the fact he had a hard race on 
Saturday and his well-being is the 
most important thing.” 


Buick relishes 
Jack Hobbs' 
Curragh test 

WILLIAM Buick is expecting 
the Curragh to suit Jack Hobbs 
when he runs in the Dubai Duty 
Free Irish Derby on June 27. 

The jockey had to settle for 
second in the Investec Derby 
at Epsom on Saturday, having 
partnered winner Golden Horn 
in the Dante at York. 

With Godolphin now having 
a majority share in Jack Hobbs, 
Buick was on the York runner- 
up at the weekend, and was 
extremely proud of his effort 
in defeat to his John Gosden- 
trained stablemate, ridden by 
Frankie Dettori. 

Buick said: "They are two 
very good horses and on the day 
the winner was spectacular. If 
you look at Jack Hobbs, he will 
improve and that's what it is all 
about in my opinion. 

"I knew he (Golden Horn) was 
behind us when I hit the front 
because I was the key horse for 
him. The only way I was going 
to beat him was to get the first 
run on him, which we did, but 
we were just beaten by a better 
horse in what I thought was a 
very clean and good Derby. 

"I don't like finishing second 
in a race like that, but I am 
pleased for both John and 
Frankie. 

"I thought the race was 
smooth and the best two horses 
were at the forefront. We had 
it to do and the Dante form 
suggested that, but it was a 
proper race run at a good pace. 

"I always thought I had ridden 
the Derby winner when I won 
the Dante. There was a doubt 
about his stamina, but I thought 
he would stay. That was the only 
horse that could do that to us, I 
didn't even have to look out of 
the corner of my eye. 

"The Irish Derby would be 
the next step. I know he was 
hanging down the camber 
yesterday, but I think that he is 
a well-balanced horse. You see 
it all the time, horses hanging 
on the camber, so I don't think 
it is any disadvantage as he 
quickened on the track. 

"The Curragh is a much 
kinder track and more galloping 
and much flatter." 
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
